Of course it is not to be presumed 
that we have; otherwise we should be 
masters of the situation, and dipthe- 
reia would be shorn of its terrors. Bit 
that su!phur does possess this property, 
to a very considerable extent, we can 
not doubt, and we do not hesitate to 
recommend it as a valuable agent for
